"Thomas A. Edison has n scheme 


for extracting the untold billions of 
dollars worth of gold that lie in the 
immense low grade quart/ gravel beds 
in Lower California, New Mexico, 
Arizona and Northern Mexico. 
These 


cannot now be worked because the old 
fashioned placer hydraulic system is 
lacking and the gold runs in too small 
a quantity to the ton to make mining 
it profitable under other systems. An 
air blast IB employed by Mr. Edison 
in his solution of the problem 
to 


separate the gold from the mass. 


"The system, it is claimed, has now 


reached a workng basis. 
Experiments 


on the desert near Santa Fe, by Floyd 
Chapman, one of Mr. Ed Lion's assis- 
tants, have enabled Mr. Edison and 
Mr. Chapman to produce a machine 
which they declare will reclaim 98 per 
cent of the gold from the gravel. 
In hydraulic mining it was thought 
remarkable if 85 per cent of the gold 
was washed out. 


"One 
man, it is claimed, can run 


scores of separators. The gravel is 
first dug out of the ground with a 
steam shovel, conveyers then carry it 
to sieves that separate it into particles 
of uniform size. Each separator is 
designed to handle gravel of a certain 
size and the gravel is automatically 
distributed to the hopper of its proper 
machine. . The gravel falls through a 
narrow slit, before a 
rotary plow, 


which drives a full blast of air against 
the falling gravel. The gold being 
heavier, falls to the bottom of the 
machine, but all of the lighter gravel

Aging Wine by Electricity 


A syndicate report claims that Ital- 


ian wine merchants have reason to 
congratulate themselves on the intro- 
duction of the electrical process for 
the aging of wines in the wiue-pro- 
duciug provinces of Italy. The process 
is said to render possible extraordi- 
nary modifications in tho boquet and 
lo^y of the vintage, and tho sugges- 
tion has been made that it might be 
employed with advantage also in the 
correction of faults frequently appar- 
ent iu California wines arising from 
the richness of tho soil on which the 
grapes have grown.

one of the many uses to which elec- 
tricity is now put in tho wine-pro- 
ducing industry.

Cowpra Hay, Clover and 
Alfalfa 


It will be wise to keep iumiud what 


the experiment stations have demon- 
strated in actual feeding and govern 
ourselves accordingly w'hen planting 
this spring. It has been shown that 
cowpea hay, clover, or alfalfa, fed 
as roughage with corn to young cattle, 
requires only 445 pounds of corn to 
produce 100 pounds of weight, where 
as it took C05 pounds of corn to make 
100 gain when timothy hay was fed. 
Cowpea clover and alfalfa are rich iu 
protein and corn is rich in fattening 
elements. 
Prof. Mumford, of 
the 


Illinois station, said that cowpea hay 
proved equal to clover. Cowpeas can 
bo planted or sown after it is found 
what the clover fields promise. This 
kind of feeding saves corn and hurries 
young cattle to maturity.

Baden Powell's Criticism of Cavalry- 


men 


New York—General Baden Powell, 


before sailing for England on the 
completion of his tour in this country, 
speaking of the United States cavalry, 
said: 


"I rather expected to find men of 


fine physique in your cavalry and was 
surprised to find the reverse. 
They 


eujoy too many luxuries in 
their 


food and their system of exercise is 
not thorough. Their food is far too 
highly seasoned. They should be de- 
prived of coffee altogether and should 
hiiVe only an occasional portion of 
tea. 
The British cavalrymen when iu 


barracks have a salt water bath every 
day, which keeps them in fine physi- 
cal condition. 


"Plain diet, vigorous air, combined 


with regular drill, "are what 
have 


made the British cavalrymen superior 
to all other cavalrymen in the world. 
Your cavalry has not yet had a hard 
campaign like the Boer war to show 
the staying powers of the men. I am 
inclined to think thut if the chance 
ever comes their mode of life will toll 
tho tale in a long sick list. 


"Your cavalry horses cannot bo 


equaled. Probably 50 per cent of tho 
horses in tho British cavalry 
are 


American bred and they are able to 
wear out live of their riders in a two 
weeks' journey. They are especially 
good over a rough, dry country. 


"Your cavalryman is more active, 


both physically and mentally, than 
the average liritish horseman, and 1 
think lie lucks tin- staying powers.
